Raiment and Furnishings. 


These am 
the days 
for packing 


iway winter raiment, a task no good 
lousewife undertakes carelessly. 
It 


s not ahvay:; pleasant to handle dusty, 
leavy articles when wash fabrics and 
lalnty needlework are far more fasci- 
nating, but nothing pays better in thn 
long run than sanitary, frugal storage 
of winter raiment and furnishings. 


The trunks, barrels and boxes ro be 


used for storage purposes should be 
emptied, cleaned, sunned and relined 
with tar paper or clean newspapers. 
Every garment Io he packed should be 
overhauled nnd cleaned. 
This 
dons 


not. mean that they should be ripped 
nnd prepared for making over in the 
fall, hut. they should not. he packed 
away while larlen with dust and germs. 
Skirts which will need rebinding in 
the fall should have 
the 
old'braid 


taken off no'.v, and be given a thorough 
riiiKting and all spots 
should be re- 


moved. They come off more easily to- 
day than next September. 
Soiled and 


useless trimming should be removed 
from felt or velvet hats that promise 
service in the winter and the frames 
should be thoroughly brushed before 
packing.
